An albino Viola rostrata. — In a large collection of plants from 
northern New York, Mrs. Orra Parker Phelps ineludes a beautiful 
white-flowered form of the ordinarily lilac- and violet-flowered I iola 
rostrata. The albino which formed a colony of more than one hundred 
plants is quite as striking in its departure from the normal form of the 
speeies as V. cucullata, forma albijlora Britton, and V. pedata, forma 
alba Britton. It may be called
